ROME, Match 
4.— The kingdom of 


Italy ia today iu a condition ol great ex- 
citement, grief and anger at the disaster 
to the Italian army in Abyssinia. It is 
now believed that 5000 Italian soldiers 
were killed yesterday by the Abyaeini- 
ane. 


Demonstrations against the govern- 


ment and even against the King are now 
being made in almost every town in 
Italy. 


Premier Orispi has resigned, but the 


King has refused to accept his resigna- 
tion. 


At noon today it waf. announced that 


General Baratieri has been recalled and 
would be immediately courtraartialed. 


The Socialists demand that both linra- 


tieri and the minister of war be shot as 
examples. Twenty-eight battalions and 
fourteen batteries have been ordered to 
Abyssinia as reinforcements. 


It ia said that the government was 


aware on Tuesday of tho full extent of 
the defeat inflicted upon the Italians, 
but it was judged to be dangerous to 
allow tlio startling information to reach 
the public suddenly and so Oret tlio re- 
port of the defeat was permitted to leak 
out, then the war oiliciala allowed to bo 
"rumorod" that 500 were killed; after 
this came the report that 3000 soldiers 
had fallen aud it is now "admitted" 
that 5000 Italian troops were slain, in 
addition to severe loss among the native 
troops serving under the flag of Italy. 
Under thefle circumstances it ie not as- 
tonishing 
that the wildest kind of 


rumors are in circulation, and that in 
SOLQU of the clubs (he number of killed 
and wounded is placed at 10,000. Ex- 
aggerated as these figures may turn out 
to be, they show the etato of the public 
mind here. 


All fetes have been indefinitely post- 


poned, UIRBBBH tor the repose of the 
iouls of the dead have been celebrated 
this morning ia every Catholic church 
in this city, and crowds of weeping 
•women and sorrowing men were in at- 
tendance. The receptions, etc.. in cele- 
bration of the coronation anniversary of 
the Pope have been dispensed with. 
.Home, in a word, is today a city of 
.mourning and of sullen anger, ready to 
break out into tierce, open resentment. 


Tho govern men t and military author- 


ities are charged with gross mismanage- 
ment of the Abyssinian campaign, uiid 
great indignation is expreaeed against 
the newspapers which have been goad* 
ing General Baratieri into action by 
taunting him with hla Inactivity. It is 
also said now that the Italian command- 
er waa led into a trap skillfully baited by 
tho report which was allowed to reach 
him that a number of important chief a 
of the Shoana, attended by a portion of 
the Shoan army, were attending the 
coronation of IviuR Negus, at Axun, 
aud that, hoping to eurpriee those who 
retnaiued behind, General Buratieri or- 
dered Generate Albortono, Arimondi 
.and Dabarmlda to attack the enemy. 
The latter, it appears, pretended to re- 
treat before the Italian, advance, until 
the troops were well within the paaeea 
into Adowa, tho capital of Tigre. Tiion 
the BCOUC changed. The Shoana, armed 
with the improved French military 
rillea, it is claimed, and supported by 
modern artillery, directed by French 
artillerymen, advanced upon the Ital- 
ians in overwhelming strength. 


While the apparently deserted passes 


became alivo with natives who hurled 
rocks down upon the trapped soldiers, 
the otnera kept up a terrible well di- 
rected firo upon the 
troops. 
Ugly 


rumors add that ths Italians broke and 
fled after making a gallant stand and 
seeing thousands of their numbers shot 
down or crushed to death. Then, it is 
added, began tho moat disastrous defeat 
in the history of African warefare, tho 
triumphant Shoans pressing on after 
the disorganized eoldiera, cutting them 
down in great numbers, in spite of re- 
peated formations 
of 
squares. 
The 


troops, in these stands, are said to have 
behaved with the greatest gallantry, 
but all the reserve ammunition .was cap- 
tured and all the Italian provisions and 
artillery fell into the hands of the en- 
emy. The result waa that a number of 
the Italian detachments had only their 
bayonete with which to defend them- 
selves and it is feared but a email por- 
tion of the Italian force sent against the 
Shoana reached Aeraaria in safety. 


The newipapers report that at the 


•cabinet meeting this afternoon the min- 
istry resolved they would resign rather 
than force the crisis. Oriapi, it is fur- 
ther reported, subsequently informed 
King Humbert of the decision arrived at. 


Further details are being received this 


evening of violent scenes enacted today 
at different points all over Italy, which 
the government had sought in vain to 
prevent the publication of. The alarm* 
iHt rumors which werd circulated earlier 
in the day are confirmed by the later 
reports, and the whole of Italy seems to 
be in the handa of the aroused populace, 
indignant at the government, which ia 
apparently powerleaa to quell the out- 
breaks of wrath. 


Popular demonstrations of the most 


violent character havo occurred through- 
out the Italian peninsula. Tho moat 
serious of those, aa wta indicated in the 


ted to send form here, occurred at 
Milan, where 30,000 persons took pan 
in the disorders, amounting to a popular 
uprising. Tho pMicu. of that city hai 
their hands full to bring the crowds un 
, der control, and were forced to charge 
through the streets" with fixed bayonets 
before they succeeded in dispersing the 
mob. No statement is made of the 
amount of harm done to the inhabitant 
by this rough' usage beyond what wa 
reported today, but it ia known a tarn 
number of persons were injured more or 
less seriously. 
The public gatherings were addressed 


by orators who made violent speeches 
against the constitution and against the 
ministerial policy in Abyssinia, and 
who were greeted with wild acclama- 
tions. 
In Rome there was less violence, but 


the public indignation 
waa almost 


equally high. Tho students of tho city 
led the demonstrations, which .were 
directed against tho cabinet.

It is said tonight the resignation of 


ihe ministry will be formally announced 
io parliament tomorrow.

A demand has been made 
on Treasurer Whitson for the money, 
md the money ia not in the treasury. 
That is tho gist of tho matter. 


The demand, in tho ahapu of a letter 


from Surveyor (Jeneral Wright, came aa 
a surprise to Mr. Whiteon. He at once 
examined the records in his ol lice and 
could find no account of it. Ho reported 
.he matter to other ollicers, and the 
search for it has become interesting. 


The mutter waa yesterday l»id before 


;he Board of Supervisor in the following 
et*er to the hoard, written by Diatrict 
Attorney Snow : 


"litmtlemen: — I have bad handed to 


me by J. E. Whitson, county treasurer 
if thia county, a statement forwarded to 
lira by M. J. Wright, surveyor general 
and ollice, atate of California, calling 
or payment of over $12,000 out of the 
:ounty treasury, to the locators of cer- 
tain awamp lands in districts NOB. 015 to 
030, and for 047 to <M9, which hind dis- 
tricts are now in Madera county. 


"I aw informed by the treasurer that 


he mony to pay the same is not in his 
illice, and as far as he knows never has 
wen. The money required to be paid 
nto the county treasury by locators, 
under circumstances which the law re- 
quires when swamp lands are located, ia 
n the nature of a trust fund aud should 
>e kept intact, and cannot be need by 
the county in any way. 


"I advise that a report be made, ao to 


when this money was paid in, when it 
was used, and what became of it. There 
certainly must be some record of thia 
money. 


Although the district attorney thinks 


there inuat be a record, yet no record 
liaa been found BO far. A search run- 
ning back twenty years haa been made, 
without UndiiiK anything to throw light 
on it. But tho search liaa not been as 
thorough as it is possible to make it. 


The lands above referred 
to are 


claimed bv tho Miller A Lux ostate. It 
is alleged that Miller A Lux located 
these lands yeara ago, and under the 
law they wore rccjutrcd to deposit a 
certain sum of money with the county 
treasurer for every acre of swamp land 
.they proposed to reclaim. Thia money 
is retained in trust by the county, aud 
when tho locators furninh satisfactory 
proof that they have reclaimed tho 
lands, they are paid back the money de- 
itn»it»d. It ia alleged that Miller & 
Lux deposited $12,000 with tho county 
treasurer, and now the claim is made 
for its repayment. 


There ia nothing to show that they 


over deposited the money ; or that 
tlioy over reclaimed the land. At any 
rate tho money is not in the treasury, 
and if it ever wan there, there is noth- 
ing to show it. Thoro ia a link missing 
somewhere. 
If Miller & Lux never 


complied with the law in regard to that 
lain), it ie probable that t.hia laruo body 
of laud to which they set claim doce not 
belong to them, and that it is still open 
for location. Further developments will 
be awaited with interest.

PROPOSED PACKERS' COMBINE. 


II the HfipuiIucAX underatflodi the 


iltuation correctly there ia a good deal 
of more or leee valuftb'.c breath being 
wanted juet now in diFCOMinR the pro- 
poBBd cornbination by the raiem pack- 
ers. Kot that the raisin buibrtB. w not 
a profitable and a fruitful eubject for 
discussion, but that in tbii instance 
judement is being passed pro and con 
witb BO elight a knowledRO of what is to 
bo done, or likely to be done, that opin- 
iooo can be of but little value. 


For this reason tbe RETUBUCAS bau 


not been saying much, and has not 
mucb to say now. When the proposed 
scheme 1ms been outlined with sufficient 
distinctness for ite possibilities for good 
or evil to be intelliRently judged, this 
paper will have more to aay than it has 
at present. 


Tbe proposed packers' combine may 


or may not bo a good thing for the Rtow- 
era. That will depend wholly on the 
plan ol its organization and tbe capabil- 
ity of Ha management. That it could 
be 00 organized and managed ae to be 
of decided benefit to the producers we 
have no doubt. If the combination is 
made absolutely binding tbe matter of 
firinc prices and keeping an oversight 
of tbe business ie placed in the hands of 
men in whom public confidence can and 
will be reposed, and the various co-oper- 
ative companies induced to sell their 
goods through the same agency, thus 
eliminating, practically, all local compe- 
tition in placing goods in the eastern 
marfcete, the plan will have in it tbe ele- 
ments of success, which can only be 
neutralized by gro?« miernflnneement 
and dishonesty, both of which it would 
fleera possible togaard against. Whether 
plans will he adopted that will com 
mand this confidence and unite tbe ele- 
ments necessary to assure success we 
have no means of knowing—and with 
due deference to those who are prejudg- 
ing the matter, they have not either. 


There ia one thing about the notion 


which is being taken by the piickera 
Which we fail to understand. We do 
nol Bee why they think it necessary to 
ask anybody'a consent to form tins com- 
bination. The matter rests entirely in 
their own hands, and good buaincee 
judgment on tbeir part would have 
ahown the necessity of such an organ 
ization some time ago. They ought to 
know as well aa anybody can tell them 
wbat will be required to brine the 
raisin product into a united selling 
organization, and tlie unly question 
would eoem to bo'as lo whether they 
can agree among themselves upon a 
plan that is calculated to be succeesfu 
in this respect. If they can there is no- 
body aulhoriy.dil to i&lerfete with them 
If thPf are w°t uatofied tfltb existing 
Condition*, and think 
they can do 


better by forming a combination, their 
business would appear to be to unite 
npon a plan that IB calculated to bring 
as near »fl may be poatible, the catirr 
crop under one selling management 
They know without being told that it 
older to do thia, absolute fairness anc 
equality for every man whose goods are 
bandied in the first essential to brin 
about the deuired result. 


So far as the grower* are concerned 


the organization of the packers will pu 
no bonds upon them. K the packers d 
not give them the benefita of any im 
provement which may be effected in th 
marketing of their cropa, tbe road to or 
ganization ia still open to them and tb 
agree. 


ability to gain their rights cannot he 
denied them if they put themselves in a 
position to assert them. It they ha 
gone into the co-operative pocking com 
panics they would now be in a poettioi 
to control the marketing of their crop 
themselves, but having failed to do thi 
or effect any other organization, they 
have only the power of individuals an 
the force of public sympathy to main 
tain their interests. The packere ma 
succeed undoing what the growers hav 
thus far failed to do, but it is a little to 
early to make predictions. 


One thing is certain, tbe bare-lace 


swindling which is known to have bee 
carried on by eoma individual middli 
men will be very difficult if not impos 
iible in the handa of a legally organ 
ized combine. It will be absolutely im 
possible if proper safeguards tre throw 
around it.

Why Bhould they havo all theae 
secret meetings by night regarding the 
matter?" 


In the contract between Hockenberry 


an Smith an unlawful proceeding had 
been entered into, which, said the at- 
orney, tainted the whole contract, and 
tot only a part of it as contended by 
dr. Van Meter. Mr. Welsh read su- 
irerne court decisions in substantiation 
>f Ins position. 
In one of them he read 


tbe decision ot a former aeeoctate jus- 
tice of tbe supreme court who eaya: 


"Coatracts by which parties agree to 


ben to ic money and services to secure the 
election nf candidates for public ofllce, 
and the candidates, in consideration 
thereof, agree if elected, to share with 
juch parties tbe prolltH and income of 
their oilices, corrupt und poison the vary 
source of political power in republican 
governments."

to the present case. 


Attorney Walecr for the plaintiff con- 


cluded the argument. "The position 
which the defendant has takon in tine 
case is a stranpe one," said Mr. Wfllaer. 
"In his defense he pleads tho fact that 
bo has com ini tied a crime in making 
that contract with Hockenberry, and 
claims that this should free 'him from 
tbeobliijationaof that contract." 


The attorney argued that the part of 


tho contract relation to thBdeputyship 
had not been con emu mated. According 
to the evidence, eaid Mr. \Valeer, the 
defendant had told Crichton in the back 
room of Juety's saloon that he (Crich- 
top) could have the naming of u deputy 
if he could put ¥500 into his (Sniith's) 
fight. Orichton afterwards told Hock- 
enberry that he could havn the pros- 
pective deputyahip for $500. The plaint- 
iff did not have thia much to spare, and 
told Crichton so. There had been no 
consummation of the unlawful agree- 
ment regarding tbe deputyship. "Tbe 
plaintiff's contract with the defendant 
IB therefore void, and the plaintiff is en- 
titled to hia money." 


This concluded the argument and the

;mpe8 and l?w gnide raieiim, and to HI 
jure the highest possible price for th 
raiain product. 


"The plan contemplates holding rai 


sins for f.o.b. prices, entirely eliniinal 
itjg all consignments. Il also couten: 
plates selling through one central agenc 
controlled by the 
corporation. Th 


prices are to bo made subject to the ap 
proval of a committee of three repre 
eenting the growers' interests to be ap- 
pointed by and from tho managers or 
presidents of the several banks in the 
raisin district. 


It contemplates a pooling of all the 


raisins, baaed upon the grading from 
the stetnmers, whicu grading sball be 


iler tho supervision of the corpora- 


tion It also contemplates the pooling 
of the money which the raisins bring, 
each grower to bave his proportionate 
share of all sales, baaed upon hie grade, 
quality and the amount of raleins de- 
livered, without reference to whether 
they are first or last sold, and the pro- 
portionate sharing of any loss that 
might be sustained by the failure to 
market any portion of the raisins. 


"It contemplates reasonable advances 


to bo made to tbe growers for picking 
purposes, either on tbe delivery of the 
raisins or in caeos of special need, to be 
given In loans on proper security before 
delivery of raisins. 


"The plan contemplates the securing 


ot at least 75 per cent of the output of 
raimnfl before it ahull be considered op- 
erative." 


When Mr. Griffin concluded W. F. 


Forsey, of the Producers' company, waa 
called upon. He stated that it was the 
lirnt time be had heard the plan ad- 
vanced by the

thought moro favorably of a corporation 
of growers than of packers. He stated 
that tlie raisins should be sold through 
otio channel, and fluggeeted that a cor- 
poration of the growers bo effected to 
control the selling of raisins.
